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There Is Still Time 


At the close of business last night the 
over-all total of subscriptions accounted 
for 99.5 per cent of Edmonton's Victory 
Loan quota. But the general canvas and 
payroll subscriptions amounted to only 85 
per cent of the number of sales aimed at, 
while the proceeds in this section showed 
a shortage of $645,900. If Edmonton's ob- 
jective is to be fully attained there will 
have to be a large number of purchases 
made today by individual subscriters, for 
cash or on the instalment plan. 

Banks and trust company offices will 
be open until 4 o'clock to receive applica- 
tions for bonds, but the headquarters of 
the campaign committee will stay open un- 
til midnight. It is the opportunity there- 
fore of those who have not yet subscribed, 
and of those who are able to make second 
bond-purchases, to put Edmonton “over 
the top” both in the total amount raised 
and in the number of bond-buyers. . 

Not all cities are going to reach this 
latter goal. Edmonton should be among 
those which do so. The more of our cit- 
izens who buy bonds, the better will the 
city be fortified against whatever disloca- 
tions may come when the war ends. And 
the fewer who will have to look with appre- 
hension toward the 8 justment days. 


Looking Things Over 


Mr. Bracken, leader of the rechristen- 
ed Progressive-Conservative party, is a 
welcome visitor to Edmonton. He came 
in the course of a leisurely nation-wide 
jaunt which he has undertaken to famili- 
arize himself with conditions in all parts of 
the Dominion before parliamentary duties 
set bounds to his freedom to travel. Nat- 
urally the north-west territory, now the 
scene of greater activity than is taking 
place in any other part of northern Can- 
ada, is on his itinerary. 

A journey of the kind must provide a 
political leader with knowledge gained 
from personal observation which can be 
useful to him and of benefit to the country. 
It is unfortunate that Ministers have prac- 
tically no opportunity to travel about in 
this way and learn by unofficial contacts. 
Wherever those in administrative posts go 
they are expected to make speeches, re- 
ceive delegations, listen to specific com- 
plaints—with the result that they have lit- 
tle time or chance for first-hand investiga- 
tion and quiet study. In degree the mem- 
ber of parliament who goes on a journey 
is subject to similar distractions. 

Mr. Bracken is wise to do his touring 
while he still has the status of a private 
citizen and can take his time and make out 
his own schedule. 


The Pacific Front 


Berlin was in prophetic mood when the 
radio warned Japan some days ago against 
the menacing concentration of United 
States forces in Alaska and the Aleutians. 
Washington has confirmed the Tokyo re- 
port that American troops landed on Attu 
island last Wednesday and opened a fierce 
attack on the Jap garrison. 

This operation would not have been 
undertaken without air and sea support 
strong enough to make it a finish fight. 
The battle of the North Atlantic is thus 
matched by a battle in the North Pacific. 
The fighting is different in kind, but the 
objective is the same—the clearing of the 
lines of approach by which the war can 
be carried to the home fronts of the enemy. 

An air raid official warned the peo- 
ple of Vancouver the other day that they 
were very liable to attack this summer. 
From other quarters have come reports of 
plans prepared in Tokyo to launch an in- 
vasion attempt on the western coast of 
this continent, timed to take place when 
the Allied forces, resources and attention 
are concentrated in the invasion of Hitler's 
Europe. 

The establishment of a United States 
base on Amchitka and the attack on Attu 
may have been prompted by a decision to 
strike first and keep the enemy too busy 
there to carry out his plans to send an ex- 
peditionary force against Canadian and 
Untied States coastal communities. 

People in Edmonton, as well as in Van- 
couver, had better cut clear of any notion 
that they dwell in safety against possible 
enemy action. There are quite obvious rea- 
sons why Jap bombers should strike at this 
inland base from which rejnforcements 
and supplies are forwarded to Allied fight- 
ing forces in the north-west. 


“Telling” the Boss 


Herr Hitler is said to have got quite a 
shock at the peremptory manner in which 
Signor Mussolini demanded that he send 
along some more ack-ack guns and planes 
to defend Italy, on the morrow of the Tun- 
isian debacle. 

The report may be a bit overdrawn. 
But there is every reason to suppose I 
Duce is keeping the Berlin wires hot and 
that the tone of his communications ‘re- 
flect the turbulence of a much worried 
mind. He has lost every scrap of Italy's 
African dominions. Every armored divi- 
sion he had is in barbed-wire corrals back 
of Tunis. His three elite armies have van- 
ished. The island approaches to Italy it- 
eelf are being prepared as stepping stones 
for an invading force. His porta and muni- 
tions factories are blasted daily by bomb- 
ers which encounter few or no enemy 
fighters and “all return safely” to ther 


bases. His flect skuiks in the remotest 
harbors it can find. If Benito’s apveals for 
help sound unpleasantly like demands, 
Adolf should make allowance for the 
hysteria of his unfortunate dupe. 

The worst feature of an unlovely situa- 
tion, from Hitler's point-of-view, is that 
Mussolini cannot depend on the Italians 
to resist invasion if it should come. They 
never wanted to fight Britain, the life-long 
friend of their nation, and certainly never 
the United States. They were dragged 
into the war against their wills, by the am- 
bitions of Ml Duce and the cunning of the 
Fuehrer. They are hungry, bankrupt, 
humiliated and angry. 

The importunities of Mussolini are sin- 
cere. If Italy is to be defended, the back- 
bone of the defence will have to be Ger- 
man troops and German weapons. It is 
up to Hitler. For once Benito the yes-man 
can “‘tell’’ the boss. His helplessness is his 
Strength in doing so.

Premier Stalin has probably ended the 
Russian-Polish dispute, all but the ar- 
rangement of details. His offer of a defen- 
sive alliance with Poland against Germany 
is welcomed by the Polish premier. That 
goes a long way to counter the Nazi sep- 
aratist propaganda which promoted the 
quarrel. Berlin aaa laugh that off. 


British Columbia lumber companies 
are trying to persuade boys of 16 and 17 
to cut cord wood during the summer holi- 
days at $4 a day. The times have surely 
changed. Now, it seems, nothing but a 
fuel famine and $4 a day can get bovs to 
cut wood. They used to do it to keep them- 
selves warm and Ld cata dinners cooked. 


Bombing records are going down in 
Europe with a regularity that must be 
trying on Axis nerves. A day or so after 
the heaviest raid of the war was made on 
Duisburg, and the heaviest raid in the 
Mediterranean zone was made on Sicily, 
United States bombers pounded two tar- 
gets in France in the heaviest raid they 
have yet made anywhere in Europe. They 
can't talk about it without being put in 
jail, but it would take more than a Hitler 
edict to keep thoughtful Germans from 
wondering what this is all coming to.

London’s Bombed Churche 


"Ts the night of December 29, ‘40; an unforgettable sight; 


the whole of London seemed to be enveloped in one vast 
conflagration; for hours the flames roared from one end of 
the city to the other, and the streets were filled with driving 
Galaxies of sparks. Over 100,000 incendiary bombs had created a 
veritable Dante's “Inferno” which utterly taxed the weary fire and 
civil defence services beyond the limits of human endurance, 1,480 
separate fires were recorded that night, each of which would have 
been front page news in times of peace, one of them extending over 
an area of one-half square mile which was abandoned to burn itself out. 
In the early hours of that morning I stood by the church of St. 
Lawrence Jewry watching the grimy mud-spattered firemen directing 
streams of water on the smouldering embers of the historic Guildhall 
Debris from fallen buildings filled the streets along which surged 
the muddied waters midst a litter of rubble, broken glass, bricks, 
timbers, and tangled fire hose. By my side there stood a little group 
of Londoners, one of whom (an old lady with a black shawl drawn 
around her shoulders) seemed visibly affected by the tragedy ‘of it 
all, finally giving expression to her pent up emotions in the exclama- 
tion, to all and sundry, “W’ot a shime! the dear ol’ City.” 


A few weeks later I joined the Sabbath worshippers at the great 
City Temple, rich in tradition for its illustrious preachers, as the 
great congregation raised its fervent “Alleluia’s” ... the following 
Sunday it was a bomb-swept charred ruin. 


I stood before the altar of the venerable Church of Bow Bells, 
(tis said that one born within sound of its bells is truly and properly 
a ‘Cockney’) and conversed with the verger. The grand ancient organ 
was but a charred wreck covere@ with brick dust. Rubble cluttered the 
choir stalls, and the nave, Fire had swept through the domed roof 
from end to end... looking up through the jagged beams we saw the 
patrolling Spitfires against an azure blue sky. Silently we knelt in 
prayer midst the brick-strewn pews, 


.,. Ascending from the morning service in the crypt of the great 
St. Paul's Cathedral, I viewed the bright sunlight streaming through 
the great bomb hole in the massive roof, though miraculously most 
of this great edifice is still intact though fire has frequently surged 
right up to its doors. ... Amidst Canadian Veterans of the last Great 
War, I joined in a paean of praise in historic Westminster Abbey, 
windows blasted, burned in part, but almost intact, still lifting its 
lofty spires in serene dignity ‘midst the chaos of a great city under 
constant fire night after night... . 1 encompassed the city and viewed 
its many devastated churches, many of them the handiwork of that 
master craftsman and architect of St. Paul's, Sir Christopher Wren, 
with their bent railings, glass-strewn steps, littered water-soaked pews, 
prayer books, chancel rails, doors, and broken baptismal fonts lying 
in confusion and silent desolation, When I had finished my tour I felt 


. like the old lady of the Guildhall fire, “What a shame!” 
“Know ye not that ye are the temple of God" I Cor. 3:16, Oftimes 


we find our individual ‘temples’ desecrated by external influences, 
leaving an empty, dismal, and utterly forlorn life, devoid of all 
spiritual life, But not always can we attribute our spiritual deadness 
to the influence or actions of others, and it may be that our spiritual 
consciousness has been consumed by fires from ‘within’, “Know ye 
not that the heart of man is... (by nature) wicked.” 


London's churches will rise again, the “departed glory” will return 
and out of the dead ashes of the past a new and greater city will 
come to life. 

In like manner shall we build our individual lives in the spirit 
of the poet's prayer: 

“Come Holy Ghost, all sacred Fire! 
Come, fill Thy earthly’ temples now 
Emptied of every base desire: 
Reign Thou within, and only Thou

Part 
of this improvement is possibly the 
result of freeing the Eustachian 
tubes from plugs of mucus and 
part is possibly the result of bring- 
ing a better blood and nerve supply 
to the parts treated. : 

Judging from the description 
given of the technique used it is 
somewhat similar to a method 
which Dr. McCoy used in practice 
and found to be an excellent sup- 
plementary treatment, capable of 
aiding in the restoring of all or 
part of the hearing which has been 
lost. However, it has been my ex- 
perience that to gain the most last- 
ing improvement, the patient must 
fast and diet at the same time.
